Pittsburg, 
Sept 
I.—Unsanctioned 
either by National President Lewis 
or by executive board of the National 
United Mine Workers of America, 
20,000 union miners probably will go 
on strike in the Pittsburg district to­ 
day. 
District leaders decreed the strike 
after a conference that lasted two 
days between the Pittsburg district 
mine operations and union officials 
over the use of black powder, the 
sw explosive ordered by the state 
la mining coal. 
A proposition made during the con­ 
ference to have a committee of Ave 
miners and five operators investigate 
the use of other permissible explo­ 
sives was bitterly opposed by District 
President Feehan and other local offi­ 
cers. Upon this proposition .came the 
widest split between the national and 
district organization, the miners de­ 
creeing by vote to stand by their dis­ 
trict Readers. 
President Lewis asserted he would 
bold another conference with the 
operators to settle the trouble. Dis­ 
trict President Feehan declares, how­ 
ever, that whether President Lewis 
bolds the conference or not, he WHI 
order the men in his district to lay 
down their tools. 
The present trouble between tbs na­ 
tional and district organisation is the 
outgrowth of a long standing fond be­ 
tween President Lewis end President 
Feehan, dating back to President 
Lewis' election to his present office. 


DIES TO SAVE PASSENGERS 


Engineer 
Gives

Detroit, Minn., Sept. I.—Facing cer­ 
tain death Walter D. White, one of 
the oldest engineers on the Northern 
Pacific road, gave his life to save 400 
passengers on the North Coast lim­ 
ited. 
The crack passenger train of the 
Northern Pacific ran into a dirt train 
about half a mile east of bere. 
Bag­ 
gage and mall cars turned turtle and 
three mall clerks, the baggageman and 
the electrician were dangerously in­ 
jured. When the mail car went down 
It was thrown into a awamp which is 
filled with about nine feet of water. 
The car was burled and passengers 
forced the doors and dragged the mail 
clerks out to safety. 
The limited, two houri late, was 
running at high speed. 
Passengers 
declare it was going about fifty miles 
an hour when it left Detroit. 
Just 
before it came to the croasing of the 
Boo tracks the headlight of a work 
train apeared. Engineer White threw 
on the brakes but stuck to his post 
and his body was buried in the wreck­ 
age.

Asking that the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company investigate the chargee made 
by strike-breakers that they had been 
detained against their will on the cars 
cerning from the east, Attorney An­ 
derson, for the Public Defense asso­ 
ciation, wrote a letter to President 
James McCrea of the railroad com* 
pnny.

Won by Baron Alcyon After a Spec­ 
tacular Rase. 
Readvilie, Mass., Sept. I.—With 15,- 
OOO 
enthusiasts yelling themselves 
hoarse, the Syracuse, N. Y., stallion, 
Baron Alcyon, won the second renewal 
of the American trotting derby at the 
Readvilie track by three lengths from 
Axtator. Kaldar was third. It was 
one of the most spectacular races ever 
seen on the turf. From the time the 
word was given until the horses were 
within fifteen yards of the wire, the 
winner was in doubt. 
There was a long delay at the post, 
which might have been expected from 
the large field of horses, thirty-eight 
electing to take a chance in capturing 
tho rich prize. 


Railroaders Find the Yellow Metal en 
the 8pot Where the Engine Crew 
Had Been Forced to Put It—Hold­ 
up of Pennsylvania Express Train 
One of the Boldest and Most Start­ 
ling to Occur in Years. 


Lewistown, Pa., Sept. I.—One of 
the 
most 
audacious 
and 
startling 
holdups of a railroad train in the East 
for years occurred on the Eastern 
slope of Allegheny mountains when a 
lone highwayman stopped a Pennsyl­ 
vania express train with a dynamite 
cartridge and at the point of a re­ 
volver compelled the crew to carry 
thousands of dollars in coin and bul­ 
lion from an express car to a spot in 
Hie wilderness. When the conductor 
7f the train attempted to interfere 
with the robber's plans he was shot 
in the hand and the bandit succeeded 
in making good hiB escape. 
In the darkness, however, he took a 
bag containing 10,000 new Lincoln 
pennies for gold coin and staggered 
away with it, leaving the real gold 
bullion to be recovered by the rail­ 
roaders. 
When the news of the robbery 
reached the railroad and express offi­ 
cials, they immediately ordered every 
available detective from the East and 
West to the scene in an effort to cap­ 
ture the bandit. Bloodhounds were 
also put on his track, but no trace of 
the man has been found. 
The general superintendent and gen­ 
eral manager of the Adams Express 
company are oh the ground to assist 
lh directing the search. The looted 
train Was made up of an engine, three 
•hpfeas cars and two sleeping coaches 
filled with passengers. At about 1:30 
m. it was running through Lewis­ 
town nhrrows, a wild and lonely moun­ 
tain gorge, through which flows the 
Juniata river, when suddenly a dyna­ 
mite cap exploded and the engine 
driver brought the train to a stand­ 
still. When he looked out to see 
what the trouble was, he was confront­ 
ed by a masked figure holding a re­ 
volver in either hand. 
Inquired About Mali Cart. 
"Are there any mail cars on this 
train?" demanded the highwayman. 
"No," was the reply of the startled 
engimeman. 
The engine crew was then forced 
at the point of the gun to accompany 
the robber to the first express car, 
where the messenger was looking out 
to discover the osuse of the sudden 
stopping of the train. A revolver was 
pointed at the messenger’s head and 
threatening to blow up the car with 
dynamite the robber forced the mes­ 
sengers of the two express cars and 
engine crew to carry all the gold and 
bullion stacked In the first car to the 
side of the tracks. 
Despite the appearance of three pas­ 
sengers who had been awakened by 
the shooting, the robber calmly or­ 
dered the crow back on the train and 
compelled them to steam away, leav­ 
ing the bullion beside the track. It 
was recovered later by a posse sent 
on a special train. When the train 
was leaving, he called out: 
"Goodby 
and good luck; I hope Be see you 
again." 
ft la reported that in addition to 
the missing pennies several thousand 
dollars In currency Is missing, but 
the express company officials refuse 
to announce the exact amount of their 
toes. 
No clew to the robber's identity has 
yet been discovered. He is described 
as being about five feet, eight inches 
in height and was dressed in dark 
clothing and wore a slouch hat pulled 
well down over his eyes. He used ex­ 
cellent English, but had a slight for­ 
eign accent.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS 


Largest Steel Car Frames and Other 
Heavy Pieces Welded 
Without Heat 
An entirely new method of weld­ 
ing heavy car frames is being intro­ 
duced in the Northern Pacific shops 
in this city. 
It is a method origi­ 
nating in Germany and the weld is 
made without the necessity of heat­ 
ing the steel to be welded or of 
hammering. 
The joint is made by 
running a substance known as “ther­ 
mit” into and around the fracture. 
A reporter visited the shops Tues­ 
day afternoon and saw two huge 
steel passenger truck frames which 
had been in a colission. 
They were 
straightened out in the blacksmith 
shop (the force of the impact having 
twisted and bent them like so much 
wire) and the fractures were being 
repaired by the new method. 
A core 
of beeswax is first placed around 
the spot to be welded and then a 
frame put around it and packed with 
molding sand. 
The sand is dried by 
the application of heat by a gasoline 
blow torch and when the sand is 
fully dry the heated flux is turned 
into the mold. 
The heat melts the 
wax, which runs down and is again 
used for the same purpose, and the 
thermit,” taking the place of the 
beeswax, forms a perfect joint, said 
to be even stronger that the original 
steel. 
The first use of the new method 
was made Tuesday and it is said to 
have proven a very great saver of 
time and labor.

L. W. Ayer, of Little Falls, Will be 
an Attraction at the State Fair. 
Active as a Boy 
/ The Minnesota state fair this year 
is to have an attraction which has 
not been advertised and an attraction 
which is of interest from more than 
one standpoint. 
The attraction is to 
come from Morrison county and will 
be in the form of a well developed 
man who has passed the three score 
mark by fifteen years and is still hale 
and hearty. 
Lyman W. Ayer, veter­ 
an cruiser of northern Minnesota was 
the first white child to be born in 
what is now the state of Minnesota 
and it is Mr. Ayer who will be at the 
fair this fall with his wife. 
They 
will engage a tent on the fair grounds 
and will remain there during the en­ 
tire fair. 
Lyman Ayer was born in 1834 in 
the wilderness, which is now Pine 
county. 
His parents were mission­ 
aries who had come from the east to 
preach the gospel and beliefs of the 
Congregationalists to the savages of 
the wilds of Minnesota. 
While in­ 
structing the savages the way which 
they would attain salvation, a son 
was born to Mr. and Mrs. Ayer. 
The 
boy was named Lyman W. Ayer. Con­ 
siderable hardships were endured by 
the family during the years when 
Lyman was a boy and many were 
the Indian wars which they went 
through. 
One war especially be­ 
tween the Sioux and Chippewas was 
conducted while the Ayer family was 
still in Pine county, and this time the 
boy’s life was saved only by the fore­ 
thought of the mother, who placed 
the lad between a number of packing 
boxes and barrels and thereby pro­ 
tecting him from the missies and 
bullets which rained. 
Mr. Ayer moved to the part of the 
state which is now known as Mor­ 
rison county and settled within a 
few miles of the site of Little Falls. 
He came with his parents when 12 
years old. 
He was married in 1859 and has 
resided in this county ever since that 
time. 
The wedding occurred at 
Belleview, but Mr. and Mrs. Ayer 
have lived in Belle Prairie since their 
marriage. 
At the time the Proclamation of 
Emancipation was issued by the first 
martyr president, Mr. Ayer responded 
to the call issued for men to assist in 
keeping the union from being cut as- 
sunder. 
He enlisted with the Second 
battery of Minnesota light artillery 
and at the expiration of his enlist­ 
ment, re-enlisted and served until 
the close of the war. 
For the past 30 years Mr. Ayer has 
been engaged in cruising and now 
knows northern Minnesota as an open 
book. 
He has cruised for individuals 
as well as for corporations but the 
major part of his work has been for 
the Backus-Brooks company. His first 
work did not take him a great way 
from home but he has watched the 
gradual working back of the pine 
land to their present conditions. 
The veteran cruiser has had ex 
perience in railroad engineering and 


made the first survey of the lines in 
the Missahe range. 
A few months ago Mr. Ayer was 
appointed state forest ranger and is 
now in the northern woods on duty. 
He has made application to the state 
forester for a leave of absence dur­ 
ing the fair and expects to be granted 
his request. 
Mr. Ayer has often been taken for 
at least a score of years younger than 
he really is. 
Mr. Ayer attributes his 
excellent condition to the fact that 
he never indulged in liquors or in 
tobacco and until he was fully ma­ 
tured did not drink tea or coffee. 
He 
has always been an early riser and 
has lived a simple life. 
His life has 
been such that he has been close to 
nature and breathed the fresh air 
and has had opportunity to spend a 
large part of his time in the piner­ 
ies. 
Mrs. Ayer, too, is in very good 
health and is the picture of health. 
Her husband looks forward to several 
years more in which to live and in 
which he will enjoy the world which 
has been kind to him. 
Mr. Ayer is the owner of a farm 
in the town of Belle Prairie which is 
between 500 and 600 acres in size. 
Dairying is carried on extensively on 
this farm and a herd of about eighty 
cows is kept, as Mr. and Mrs. Ayer 
are fanciers of cattle and especially 
of blooded stock. 
Their herd is 
headed by a short horn in which its 
owner takes much pride. 
While state fair visitors will see 
many attractions at the annual show, 
there will be none which will surpass 
the one which comes from this county 
and which goes as a spectator and not 
an attraction.—Little Falls Tran­ 
script.

Monterey, Mex., Sept. I.—The total 
number 
of 
bodies 
recovered from 
along the shores of the Santa Catarina 
river total approximately 1,000. 
In 
Monterey 900 Is the total, while mea­ 
ger reports from along the valley in­ 
creases the number. 
However, little 
*s known as to the loss of life and 
damage outside of this city. 
That tho 
entire number lost ever will be known 
is not probable, as many bodies must 
be buried in the sands and mud de­ 
posits by the falling river in the ed­ 
dies caused by the numerous turns 
and bends in the stream's channel. 
Reports continue meager from points 
down the valley, but It is known that 
the village of San Francisco was en­ 
tirely destroyed, the town of San 
Juan badly damaged and the town of 
Camargo on the Rio Grande is report 
sd to have been completely washed 
away. 
A complete list of the dead is abso­ 
lutely unobtainable, but no Americans 
or other foreigners were lost, as none 
of them resided In the flooded district. 
Relief in the shape of money has 
been pouring in from all sources and 
large amounts have been contributed 
from the United States. Clothes, food 
supplies and money are needed to care 
for the homeless and destitute. 
Temporary shelters are being erect­ 
ed for the sufferers and all are being 
taken care of with the best means at 
hand. 
The water works company was able 
to get a supply of w atcf in the city 
main, so that the danger of a water 
famine has been removed. 
The food 
supply continues short, but there has 
been no Increase in the price of neces­ 
saries. 
The property loss is now estimated 
at between 912,000,090 and $15,000,000 
In this city without counting the dam­ 
age to the railroads or “down the val­ 
ley/'

year, will be the Horse Show and 
Stock Show in (he Hippodrome each 
evening. The classiest of high school 
and‘fancy gaited harness horses have 
been entered from New York, St 
Louis, Chicago, Winnipeg, as well as 
the Twin Cities, and many profes­ 
sional artists have been engaged to 
contribute to this program, which will 
begin promptly st 8 o’clock each even 
ing during the fair. 
The Swedish Village. 
Among the special amusement fea­ 
tures of the fair will be a Swedish 
Village covering five acres on Ma­ 
chinery Hill and including Swedish 
dances, Swedish actors, Swedish sing­ 
ers, Swedish bands, and many rare 
exhibits of interest especially to the 
people from the Scandinavian penin­ 
sula. 
There will also be an Igorrote 
Village, an Indian Village, a Log Roll­ 
ing Contest, the Merry Pike with its 
multitude of entertainments, a Cow­ 
boy Relay Race, a Wild West Show, 
while the special feature of all fea­ 
tures for lovers of horses will be a 
matched race between Dan Patch, 
1:55, and Minor Heir, 1:59%, on the

The Lagoon Tract. 
This has been a year of great 
changes at the Minnesota State fair 
grounds. 
The entire tract lying west 
of the old grounds and extending to

In addition to being Dan Patch 
Day, Monday is also Labor Day, and 
the hosts of organized labor in the 
Twin Cities will make their headquar­ 
ters in the live stock amphitheater 
during that day.
